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Those  who  don  academic  apparel  join  a  long  procession  of  capped  and  gowned  scholars  reaching  back  in  time  over  eight 
centuries.  The  wearers  may  be  identified  as  holders  of  a  bachelor's,  master's,  or  doctoral  degree  by  the  type  of  gown  worn 
as  well  as  by  the  hood.  The  bachelor's  gown  has  long  sleeves  and  is  designed  to  be  worn  closed.  The  master  s  gown  has  an 
oblong  sleeve,  open  at  the  wrist.  The  rear  part  of  the  oblong  sleeve  is  square  cut  and  the  front  has  an  arc  cutaway.  The 
gown  may  be  worn  open  or  closed.  The  gown  for  the  doctoral  degree  has  bell-shaped  sleeves.  Like  the  masters  gown,  it 
may  be  worn  open  or  closed.  The  doctoral  gown  is  faced  down  the  front  with  black  velvet  with  three  bars  of  the  same 

The  hood  indicates  both  the  field  of  learning  and  the  school  conferring  the  degree.  The  Intercollegiate  Code  of  1895  sent 
the  standards  for  academic  dress  in  the  United  States  and  established  the  list  of  colors  to  represent  the  different 
departments  of  learning.  The  color  or  the  velvet  edging  on  the  hood  denotes  the  field  of  learning  .For  example,  white 
indicates  Arts,  Letters,  and  Humanities,  purple  indicates  Law,  citron  indicates  Social  Science,  dark  blue  indicates 
Philosophy.  The  latter  color  is  worn  by  those  who  hold  a  Doctor  of  Philosophy,  or  Ph.D.,  degree,  regardless  of  the  field  of 
learning    The  color  or  colors  of  the  lining  of  the  hood  denote  the  school  conferring  the  degree.
